July Fourth— A Time for 
Narberth to Remember Her 
Sons Who Served Well 

Until Bill Durbin is heard from, what is now set forth 
will be on the assumption that the number of young men 
> and women who joined the Colors from Narberth and its 
immediate vicinity was not much more than the equivalent 
of an infantry battalion. From a small square-mile section 
such as this, that is a huge host, but compared with the 
millions which comprised the American forces it could be 
granted that the war might well have been won without the 
contribution of this neighborhood. 

Nevertheless, the tales of activities which are regarded 
in official archives as the most noteworthy of all the episodes 
of a terrible war carry with them evidence of Narberth par- 
ticipation, 'of some kind or other. Here they are, young per- 
sons from a small American suburb, and one would not be 
too effusive if he appeared to see the whole thousand of them 
as having been distributed here and there in a highly in- 
formed manner, to aid their country's cause where it was 
most vulnerable and where, perhaps, only the stoutest could 
best serve in the fierce work that had to be done. 

Check where one will and there will be testimony that 
Narberth was in there where the fighting was thickest and 
where tall tasks had to be accomplished. Of the small squad 
of well-checked men secretly at work in the closely guarded 
atom bomb experiments in New Mexico that preceded Hiro- 
shima, one came from Narberth. Other specially selected 
Borough lads were among the very first to arrive in England. 
Also they were included among the hard-pressed troops who 
landed in France on "D" Day and before that in Casablanca. 
In the most glaring fall-down of American strategy in all the 
war, resulting in the decimation of the 106th Division at the 
Battle of the Bulge, a Narberth boy was the only one of his 
entire company left alive. Also it will be recalled that local 
lads were shot down over Germany time after time, as they 
nightly flew the bombers of the never-to-be-forgotten 8th 
Air Force. 

In the Eastern theaters they also' soared the skies, on 
an almost suicidal scale, for it was necessary day after day 
for a young man from this section to fly askew as he protect- 
ed the camera planes as they photographed Okinawa and 
other places before the attacks Parted. Come what might, he 
had to stay put and accept unmoved the Japanese attacks so 
that there would be no slip-up in securing the pictures which 
were insistently needed so that every shot would count when 
the island invasions were finally ordered. 

Also it will be recalled with sadness the precious price 
which was paid when a grand Narberth boy was lost when 
his ship on its way to Archangel with Russian supplies was 
torpedoed in the frigid seas by the Germans, calling on him 
for the supreme sacrifice. 

Always in the important arenas of war, on land and 
sea, and in the air, the stalwart sons from these parts could 
be found, and if the accountability called for a particular in- 
tegrity, an assured character and proven courage, then de- 
pend on it that the town was ably represented. 

Certainly this was so at Manila, with MacArthur, for it 
was a borough boy who worked close to the big boss in the 
Department jf Jntelligence.and Plans,, the most .confidential, 
of all'war procedure. Also at Tokio this town was there, the 
first day of occupation, and pride is indeed dulled, and ima- 
, gination in sorry flight, if one does not draw some special 
thrill from what this little place where we live contributed 
, to victory as a result of being directly concerned in so many 

important events of all the war theaters. 
, * * * 

All this is in constant memory, but reflection on it is 

, particularly revived by learning that a Narberth young man 
was on the Missouri, right at the heels of Admiral Nimitz, 

,'■ when the Japs drank their gall and wormwood as they came 
aboard to sign the unconditional surrender. In view of the 

, record at large, this further distinction for our habitat could 
quite well be expected. The incident points up the suggestion 

t that our Penn Valley neighbor, Ben Hibbs, would have been 
doing this village a good turn if he had printed in his Admiral 

, Halsey articles in the Saturday Evening Post that Albert G. 
Cedarstrom, Jr., of Narberth, the eye-witness at the show 
down, had transcribed the skeleton of the series now running 
after taking the notes from the doughty admiral himself at 

, Gene Tunney's cottage at Hobe Sound, Florida, a full month's 
chore. 

It's a great tale, the manner in -which Albert, a first-class 
yeoman, came to be the Admiral's "writer," the equivalent of 

, his personal secretary, when the fleet moved from the Philip- 
pines to the business proper around Japan, and not the least 

of it is the close touch he had with Captain Stassen, who had 
resigned as Minnesota's Governor, in order to get into the

, fie. When he received his papers the WES had been omitted, 
and so he was headed for COM-SO-PC, which meant Admiral 
Halsey. The confusion caused a lot of kicking around, with a 
long stay in Caledonia, and it was only after nearly two years 
service and at the end of a furlough, when he was told he had 
been called for personally by name to get on the job with the 

, Admiral himself, and that quickly, hence a flight from Cali- 
fornia to Hawaii, Guam and to the Philippines, where the 
Missouri was then located.

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Autocar, Union 
Sign Contract 
At St Colman's 

New Wage Scales 
Follow National 
UAW-CIO Pattern 

An increase of more than half a 
million dollars for the twenty-two 
hundred employes of Autocar Com- 
pany of Ardmore was contained in 
the contract signed Saturday be- 
tween representatives of the com- 
pany and Local 131, UAW-CIO. 

Kepresentatives of the Local said 
that the Company appeared "more 
than willing" to concede the union's 
demands for an ll'.i-cent increase 
across the board, following the na- 
tional pattern laid down by UAW 
officials. Also contained in the con- 
tract, signed in St. Colman's Church 
after nearly a month of negotia- 
tions, was a provision for six paid 
holidays for workers. They are New 
Year's Day, Christmas, Labor Day, 
.Thanksgiving Day, Decoration Day 
and the Fourth of July. 

The union's present two-year con- 
tract expires on Dec. 3, 1947. A 30- 
day notice of. the reopening of ne- 
gotiations was given to Company 
officials on April 27, and the meet- 
ings got under way On May 27. 

The Autocar Company issued the 
following statement at the conclu- 
sion of negotiations: 

"The Management of the Autocar 
Company has granted to all their 
hourly employes a wage increase of 
11% cents an hour and six paid 
holidays, in conformity with the 
pattern of cost-of-living increases 
that are being given this year by 
nearly all the heavy industries. This 
agreement was cordially and over- 
whelmingly ratified by the member- 
ship of Local 131, UAW-CIO, at a 
meeting In St. Colman's Hall last 
Saturday. The change in hourly pay 
was made retroactive to June 2." 

Signing for the Company was 
Adolph Gelpke, vice-president in 
charge of production; William 
Brearley, chairman of negotiations 
and secretary to the president of 
Autocar, and four other representa- 
tives of management. 

J. J. Leary, chairman of the ne- 
gotiating committee for Local 131; 
John Arroyo, president of the Lo- 
cal,-, and seven other, union mem- 
bers signed for the workers.

PENNSYLVANIA FARMS 



The importance of Pennsylvania'3 
agriculture as a source of prosper- 
ity to the people of the State is 
roughly indicated by the total of 
farm cash income which amounted 
to nearly $600,000,000 in 1946 as 
compared with $275,000,000.00 in 
1940. The index of Pennsylvania's 
farm income has risen much more 
rapidly since the close of the war 
than that of the United States as a 
whole. But the full story of the im- 
portance of Pennsylvania's farms 
both as producers and as customers 
of industry is not shown by any 
total which deals with dollars alone.

While our State does not compare 
in area with most of the States west 
of the Mississippi the intensive de 
velopment of agriculture on Penn- 
sylvania soil is shown by the equip- 
ment used in ".ultivating and man- 
aging our farms. According to the 
1945 Census of Agriculture, there 
were more than 33,000 stationary 
gasoline engines reported in Penn- 
sylvania's rural areas. This total is 
larger than that of the six New 
England States combined, nearly 
ten times as many engines as used 
on the farms of New Jersey, and 
more than in any of the Southern, 
Mountain or Pacific States, includ- 
ing Texas and California. 

While many Pennsylvania farm- 
ers do not use mechanical field 
equipment as a matter of religious 
conviction, Pennsylvania's 95,206 
tractors were more than those in 
New York, or in all New England, 
more than in any three States in 
the South, and more than any State 
west of the Mississippi Valley. In 
1945, 165,166 automobiles were re- 
ported on Pennsylvania's farms. 
This also exceeded the number in 
New York State, in all New Eng- 
land, in any State in the Pacific or 
Mountain region, or in any State in 
the south but Texas.
